Dr. Wicka To Hold Skin 


As part of Elba General 
Hospital's ongoing community 
involvement, Dr. Stanley Wicha will 
conduct skin cancer examinations on 
Saturday, June 30, from %a.m. until 
3 p.m. at the EGH emergency room. 
The examinations will be free of 
charge. and made in addition to 
EGH’'s regular quarterly medical 
giveaway. (For this quarter that 
service will be blood pressure 
screening.) 

Dr. Wicha says that certain 
groups of people are more sus- 
ceptible to skin cancer than others. 
these being people who spend a 
large amount of time out of doors in 
the sun. ‘‘Of course," he says, 
“skin cancer can develop in any 
individual, but those who do spend 
most of their time in the sun should 
pay particular attention to distressful 
skin areas." 

SYMPTOMS 

Some of the things to look for 
when considering skin cancer are 
new growths that hurt, become red 
and/or swollen, or just don't go 
away. Any growth which changes 
color should also be looked at. Warts 
or freckles that change, either in size 
or color, can also be indications of 
skin cancer.

Briefly. skin cancer is the growth

of cancer cells within the skin cells 
themselves. Many forms of what is 
called ‘‘skin cancer’ are, in fact, not 
dangerous and can be resolved 
quickly by simply removing the 
lesion (distressful area or growth). 
As a general rule. skin cancer is 
slow-spreading, and if caught in the 
early stages may never spread to any 
other part of the body. However, if 
examination and detection are left 
too long. skin cancer, like any other 
form of cancer, can spread through- 
out the body. resulting in the most 
serious of health hazards. 

Dr. Wicha is donating his time to 
perform these examinations in what 
he calls an effort on his part to 
provide a community service. He 
advised that one of the major reasons 
for having the examinations is to 
reassure area residents about non- 
cancerous growths which may have 
been bothering them. **These 
examinations should prompt people 
to check out a possible problem they 
have intended to get checked, but 
just haven't gotten around to doing 
so,"’ he stated. 

Dr. Wicha will examine all 
lesions (distressful areas or growths) 
presented for indications of skin 
cancer and advise each individual of 
his findings. Anyone may take 
advantage of this offer by EGH.

While in 
training, this year, the unit is to 
sharpen its ability to perform that 
mission by General Support 
Maintenance for the 801st Maint. 
Bn. at Fort Campbell, KY., as well 
as putting its members through 
refresher training in basic soldiering 
skills, such as weapons, firing, land 
navigation and first aid.

Bill Daughtry is owner of the 
Elba Florist and Gift Shop, and Elba 
Hardware and Garden Supplies -- he 
is not a shepherd; however, he does 
own a few head of sheep. 

“I got them just for the novelty of 
it.’ Bill said. He started raising the 
wolly animals some eight or ten 
years ago when he purchased eight 
from a Mr. Segars below Bonifay, 
Florida. : 

“‘l enjoy having them,”’ Bill said, 
*‘and they do keep the undergrowth 
down, especially around the pond." 


conflict. since there is not enough of 
them to threaten the grass supply as 
in earlier days of our country’s 
history, in the shepherd-cattleman 
feuds. Sheep bite the grass much 
closer to the ground, leaving nothing 
for cattle to graze. However, in the 
grassless winter months, Bill feeds 
them a little hay and grain. ‘‘There 
is not much expense to them,”’ he 
said. ‘‘and they're not a lot of 
trouble. They'll stay in any kind of 
fence.” 

Unfortunately not “‘any kind of 
fence’ will keep out stray dogs, and 


to pick out the females more,” 
thereby diminishing his flock -- only 
three or four ewes are left. 

“They will fight each other 
though,”” said Bill, ‘‘especially at 
mating time. They will back up a few 
feet and proceed straight ahead at 
full steam, ramming each other 
headon. The result is a loud crack!"’ 

Lightning also claimed several of 
the animals one night recently, as 
they huddled near the fence in a 
thunderstorm. 

Only one of the rams has horns. 
Bill does not know the variety of his 


Some are black when born but will 
turn brown, and a ewe may have 
twins of one each white and black. 
Twins are not uncommon in the 
sheep family. 

Recently one ram decided he 
liked the cows better than his own 
kind. and took up residence with 
them. ‘I got rid of him,”” said Bill. 

He does not shear the sheep, and 
they lose the year’s accumulation of 
wool little by little, as it is replaced 
by new growth.

SOYBEAN RECOMMENDATIONS 

Dr. John Henderson, soybean 
specialist, told me the following in a 
phone conversation: ‘‘I discourage 
farmers planting soybeans unless 
there is adequate moisture for 
germination and emergence of the 
plants. In area where moisture is 
sufficient to germinate the seed and 
get the plants up, there is still ample 
time to plant soybeans.

| Commission Opens Bids On $2 Million 


In Road Construction Machinery 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in a special adjourned meeting 
on Thursday, July 5, at the court- 
house in Elba and heard numerous 
machinery dealers bid on over $2 
million worth of heavy machinery to 
be purchased for the County High- 
way Department 

The bids on two (2) backhoes 
ranged from a low of $46,168.80 from 
Elba Tractor Co. to a high of 
$63,446.52 from Jeffcoat Equipment. 
On two (2) front-end loaders the bids 
ranged from a low of $99,112 from 
Ray Brooks Machinery to a high of 
$124,870 from Burford Equipment. 
The low bidder on a bulldozer was 
$55,978.93 from Leary and Owens, 
well below the high bid of $85,265.84 


1 Jeffcoat Equipment. The bids 
of four (4) motor graders ranged 
from a low of $254,706.12 (straight 
frame) from Leary and Owens to a 
high bid of $263,120 from Joe Money 
Machinery, while on an articulated 
type machine the low bid was 
$271,120 from Tractor and Equip- 
ment and the high bid was $322,812 
from Burford Equipment. The bids 
on a paint striping machine ranged 
from a low of $9,800 from Joe Money

To Change Traffic Flow 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday night with all members 
present. The agenda was light with 
reports, resolutions and bill payment 
dominating the meeting. 

Postmaster Bill Bullard was the 
only visitor to the meeting and he 
was present to protest the changing 
of direction of traffic flow on 
Yelverton, which fronts on the Elba 
post office. 

Bullard urged the council to 
reconsider their action, noting it 
could cause some more serious 
problems if changed. He expressed 
concern that it would take a police 


officer on the scene during the rush, 


hours of 8 - 9 in the morning and 4:30 
- 5 in the afternoon, just to control

traffic flow. He explained that if 
three cars were waiting to get into 
the traffic on Highway 84, no car 
could park at, or leave, the post 
office. 

According to Bullard, during the 
30-minute period of 9:25 - 9:55 a 
traffic count indicated 90 vehicles 
coming into town from the direction 
of New Brockton, 141 coming from 
the direction of the square on 84, and 
66 turning in on Yelverton in front of 
the post office. He expressed 
concern if these 66 tried to turn into 
84 during this less-than-peak traffic 
period. 

Mayor Bob English suggested. a 
committee be appointed to study the 
matter, and all council members 
agreed it was a good idea. He 
appointed Mrs. Frances Trammell 
and asked her to get two other 
council members to work with her, 
the police chief and others to make a 
recommendation to the council on 
the matter. Until further action is 
taken, Chief John White was 
instructed to leave the traffic flow as 
it has beenin the past. The report is 
expected at the first meeting in 
August. 

The council approved a resolution 
asking for connector-road access to 
the hospital for the convenience of 
the rescue squad and others turning 
from this new road to the hospital. 

The council agreed to a request 
that the drive-in building on the 
proposed fire station site be given to 
the cemetery committee. This was 
approved with an understanding 
there would be no cost to the city. 

The council paid bills totaling 
$23,819.44. Chief White reported 
the city would begin getting some 
monies from bad check cases filed in 
the district court, and Councilman 
Hawkins reported the cable TV 
change-over was progressing, and 
that after all old subscribers had 
been cut over to the new cable, the 
new channels would be turned on 
and new customers hooked up.
